GENTLEMEN, 


AS foon as there appeared reafon for 
believing, that the houfe of reprefentatives 
intended to adjourn, without preferring 
articles before the fenate, in fupport of the 
impeachment voted againft me, the inclof- 
ed memorial was prepared, and tran{mitted 
(on opening laft) toamember, with a re- 
queft, that he would prefent it, if fuch an 
intention fhould be afcertained to exitt. 
On laft Monday, the morning of the day 
previoufly fixed for adjournment by a 
joint refolution of both houfes, articles of 
impeachment were reported by the com- 
mittee ; but it was clearly impoflible tor 
the houfe to a&t uponthem ; nor does the 
time until which they were kept back, 
leave the leaft room for fuppofing, that the 
committee, who made the report, intend- 
ed that they fhould be aéted upon before 
adjournment. 

But whatever may have been the inten- 
tion with which they were reported, at fuch 
atime, the effeét undoubtedly will be, that 
they will pafs into the public prints, un- 
der the fariflion of acommittec of congrefs, 
and even under the apparent fanétion of the 
houfe itfelf ; and that as they contain the 
moft aggravated and inflamed conflruion, 
which it was poffible for paffion and party 
{pirit to put on the ex-parte evidence, 
whereon the vote of impeachment was 
founded, they will become a very power- 
ful engine in the bands of calumniators and 
party zealots, for heightening to the ut- 
moft the prejudices and odium, which all 
the former proceedings in this cafe are fo 
well calculated to excite. 

The report of thefe articles prevented 
the memorial trom being prefented ; the 
member to whom it was fent having been 
of opinion, that the cafe, in which it was 
my with to have it prefented, did no lon- 
gerexift. But as thefe articles have not 
been adopted by the houfe, or even confid- 
ered; as they muft be taken up at next 

feflion, and may then be rejefted, or 
wholly varied ; as the charges which I am 
to anfwer, and againft which I ought to 
have been placed ina fituation to prepare 
for detending myfelf, are thus left in the 
fame {late of uncertainty as before the re- 
port ; and as this report, far from accom- 
plithing the obje&t which the memorial 
‘feeks, can have no other effe& than toin- 





‘ereafe and aggravate the injuries whereof it | 
complains ; I deem it proper now to make | 
' 








it publick, as an appeal to my country, 
to the world, and to pofterity, againft the 
injuftice and illegality of the proceedings 
in this cafe, and asa folemn pr ‘eft againft 
the principles on which they are founded. 
I therefore requeft that you will pleafe to 
infert it, with chis letter, in your ufetul 
and refpeétable paper. 

That it may be feen that my impreffion 
of the articles reported by the committee is 
not erroneous, | enclofe a copy of them, 
and requeft that you will infert them after 
the mémoria!. It is proper to ftate that 
four (I believe) of the five members of the 
committee, who reported the articles, were 
the fame members who colle&ted and re- 
ported the teftimony, and that fourteen 
days elapfed between the time when this 
committee was ordered to report. articles, 
and the time when the report was a€tually 
made. This ta€& will affilt in forming a 
judgment, as tothe views with which it was 
kept back until the laft day of the feffion. 
Had the report been made fooner, @s it 
might eafily have been, the articles might 
have been rejeéted by the houfe ; or might 
at leaft have been deprived, by amend- 
ments, of partot their wanton venom and 
abufe,

With the refpe&t due to a branch ot 


the government of his country; but with 
the franknefs which con{ctous and injur- 
ed innocence has a right to aflume, and 
which anearly, zealous, and conflant fup- 
porter of American liberty ought to ufe ; 


your memorialift approaches your honora- 


ble body, to lay his complaints at your 


feet, and to call on your juftice for re- 
drefs. 


He has delayed this ftep until fo late a 


period of the feffion, becaute he ftill in. | 


dulged the hope, that your honorable body 
would not adjourn, without reducing the 
charges againft him to fome f{pecific form ; 
fo that he might be enabled to know of 
what he is accufed, and todirg& his atien- 
tion immediately to the means receflary 
for provisg his innocence, and vindicat- 
ing his chara€ter, But finding, at laf, 
that an adjournment is about to iake place, 
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without any thing of this kind being done; 

that a vote of impeachment, refting on no 

precife or fpecific charges or ta€ts, and 

fupported only by exparte teftimony, is a. 
| bout to be left hanging, for a whole year, 
| over his head, and that the publication of this 
i teftimony is pérmitted,in fucha way as to 
_render it moft injurious to his reputation, 
| without leaving to him that poffibility of com 
| bating it by counterproof ; his duty to that 
| charaéter, which he has fupported unim. 
| peached duringa period of forty years, thro’ 
‘the troubles, difficulties, and dangers of al 
{the American revolution ; to his family, 
_ whole happinefs, refpe€tability, and eftab. 
| lifhment in hfe, are materially implicated 
| in whatever concerns his good name; tohis 


;| country which has honoured him with

He therefore refpe&ttully folicits and in. 
treats, that your honourable body will not 
fuffer an adjournment to take place, until 
articles of impeachment fhall have been 
preterred againft him. Thus, although an 
immediate trial, which his feelings would 
lead him to prefer, may not be poffible at 
this protratted period of the fefion, ftill 
he will be enabled, knowing the precife 
charges againft him, to make vigorous, 
[peedy and effeftual preparations tor his 
defence, to repel the malignant cal!umaies 
by which he is indufrioufly and unceaf- 
ingly affailed, and fully to vindicate that 
innocence, for which he folemnly appeals 
to the Almighty Searcher of hearts, to the 
teftimony of his own confcience, to his 
country and to an impartial pofterity. He 
is tar from arrogating to himfelf an exemp- 
tion from the ufual portion of human frail- 
ty. But for the purity of his intentions, 
for the uprightnefs of his conduét, and 
tor the faithfuland conicientious difcharge 
ot his official duties, onall occafions, ac- 
cording to the beft lights of his under- 
ftanding ; he confidently appeals to that 


many high and important trutts ; ' 





i dread Tribunal where he and his accufers 


muft one day appear, where the inmoft re- 
ceffes of all hearts fhall be laid open, the 
moft hidden motives of condu&t fhall be 
revealed, and calumny, malice, and party 


rage, fhall torever be put to filence. 


Ile is the more ftrorgly induced to urge 


this requeft, and to exprefs his ea:nelt 
hope that it will not be retuled by thofe re- 
fle€tions which it has not been in his pow- 
er to avoid making, on the courfe hither- 
to purfued in this profecution. 

That charges fo weighty as to render 
a judge of the fupreme court a fit objeét

known tothe perfons who, after fo great a 
Japfe of time, have at length made them 
the ground of a profecution the moft {ol- 
emn known to our laws: that this profecu- 
tion, fo long delayed, fliould be commen- 
ced precifely at the moment when a polit- 
cal change fuppofed by many, though he 
hopes unjufty, to be favourable to its fuc- 
cefs, had taken place—are circumftances 
but little calculatedto wnpart confidence 
to the heart of innocence, or to quiet thofe 
alarms which we may feel when oppoled 
to uncontrouled power, 

Nor is the manner of commencin 
this profecution more confoling than the 
time. A formal inquiry into the official 
conduét of a judge, mutt always be to 
him a matter of very ferious moment. It 
muft always expofe him:to very great un. 
eafinefs and may render him obnoxious to 
the moft unjuft and injurious fufpicions. 
It is wholly inconfiftent with the humane 
and jut principles of our laws, to fubjett 
a citizen toevils of this kind, without fome 
fpecific accufation, refting on faéts precife- 
ly ftated and fupported by fuch proof on 
oath, as renders their exiftence at leatt 
probable. No man however mean his 
condition, or however infamcus his char- 
after, can be bound over to undergo the 
inquiry of a grand jury, without fuch an 
accufation, and {ach proof. A grand jury 
cannot liften to accufations again{t a man, 
nor inquire into his conduét, much lefs 
put him upon his trial by finding a prefent- 
ment againft him, unlefs fuch an accufa- 
tion fo fupported be firft adduced ; and 
the perfon malictoufly inftigating the in- 
quiry is liable, in cafe it {hould be rejec- 
ted, to a fuit for reparation by the accufed 
party. All thefe juft and humane provil- 
ons are eftablithed by our laws, for the 
protection of innecence, not merely from 
puniihment, but alfo, from unfounded 
and vexatious inquiry. Every principle 
of reafon, of juftice, and of law, and 
every precedent, that deferves or has re- 
ceived the weight of authority, concur in 
raguiring the full application of thefe pro- 
vilions to the cafe of impeachment. 

And yet in this profecution a!l thefe 
provifions have been completely difregar- 


ded. All inquiry has been inftituted, of 


the moft ferious import to the party accu- 
fed, on the mere tuggeftion of amember in 
his place, unfupported by oath, or by any 
fpecific ftatement of faéts which if fup- 
ported by oath would have juftified an en- 
quiry. This inguiry, thus inftituted in a 
manner unprecedented and alarming, far 
from being confined toany fpecific charge 
or fat, is extended to the whole official 
Conduct of a jucge who has been above 
eight years in office, and authorizes the 
molt minuie inguifition of his moft un- 
Geraed and mofi inconfiderab!e words and 
actions, throughout the whole period. It

cremles forthe honor of his country, and

Does the mannerin which this inquirv 
has been conduéted, prefent any confide- 
rations calculated to remove or diminifh 
the alarm excited by its commencement ?

ment; thisteftimony, thus tarnifhed with 
the deep ftain of partiality, hatred and re- 
venge, was printed piece-meal, in the pro- 


grefs of the inquiry, and though not im- 


mediately publifhed, was placed in a con- 
dition to be extenfively circulated, and 
thus to be employed as a mean of deeply 
wounding the reputation of your memo- 
rialift, of exciting univerlal odium againt 
him, and of preparing the way fora certain 
condemnation, when a clamour fhal! have 
been excited, ftrong enough to drown the 
voice of reafon, truthand jullice. 

Your memorialift by no means wifhes to 
be underftood as infinuating that fuch was 
ihe intention wherewith this flep was ta- 
ken, his refpeé for the body by which it 
was authorifed, forbids him to harbour 
fuch afufpicion. But fuch may be the ef- 
teét, and fuch it muft be, in his apprehen- 
fion, unlefs your honourable body, by 
prefering {pecifick charges againft him im- 
mediately, fhall enable him «o prepare 
{peedily and efficacioufly for juftitying his 
conduét and defending his charaéter againit 
the unjuft and wanton afperfions with 
which this teftimony abounds. 

The recent publication of this teftimony, 
in a Gazette, underftood to be the official 
orgen of the government, and thence com- 
municating an official charafter and fane- 
tion to whatever of this nature appears In 
it, 18 acircumftance calculated to increafe, 
ina very great degree, the mifchievous ef- 
fe&ts of the teflimony itfelf, and renders 
{till more important the meafure which 
vour memorialift fo earneftly folicits. 
From this Gazette, the publication will 
pafs into others ; and thus the moft viru- 
lent mifreprefentations of his conduét, and 
flanders on his charaéter, fan€iioned too, 
in fome degree, by the vote of impeach- 
ment, will be fpread throughout the Unit- 
ed States; and will even extend to foreign 
comntries ; while the opportunity of refu- 
ting them, muft, of neceflity, be delayed 
tor a confiderable time, and, if articles 
of impeachment are not immediately exe 
hibited, may be poitponedtoavery diftant 
period. 

He is ftill more ftrongly imoreffed with 
the neceffity of demanding, as a facred 
right, this immediate exhibition of articles, 
when he refle€ts on the manner in which 
the impeachment was voted. It its in vain 
that he has looked, in this vote end inthe 
report of the committee on which it is 
founded, fora flaterent or even a hint of 


| the oftences with which he flands charged.

| He is impeached of * high crimes and 


mifdemeanors ;”’ but in what thefe high 
crimes and mifdemeanors confiit, when, 
how, and where they were commitied, is 
nowhere declared. The tefiimeny col-

ed, according to the opinion entertained | 
by the majority refpefting its truth and its | 


fuficiency.—Your memorialift would 


then have known, eveu without articles, | 
what itis, of which he flandsaccufed, and 


to what points to direét his preparations for 
defeuce. His family, his triends, his 
country, and the world, would have 
known what it is that has been called, 
** high crimes and mifdemeanors ;” and 
would have been enabled to judge how far 
the accufation is f{upported by the faéts, 
and the faéts by the proot. 

There is another point of view in which 
your memorialift deems it his facred duty , 
a duty tohis country more than to himlelf, 
a duty which no confideration fhall prevent 
him trom performing, to enter his moft 
folemn proteft againft this part of the pro- 
ceeding. His proteft may not now be 
heard. The paffions and prejudices of the 
moment may drown his voice. But it will 
one day be ete and ferioufly liftened to. 
The American people wil! hear it, pofter- 
ity will hear it—and the lovers of liberty, 
in every age and country, will unite in af- 
ferting the juftice of his complaint. 

He complains that by the method purfu- 
ed in voting this impeachment, a majority 
has been obtained in tavour of the yeneral 
vote, while itis poflible and even proba- 
ble, that there is not a majority in favour 
of any one of the feparate charges on 
which the vote is founded. The accufa- 
tions againfi him, fo tar as can be colle&- 
ed trom the teftimony, are very various. 
Let it be fuppofed that four charges are 
chiefly to be relied on, viz. the trial of 
Fries, the trial of Callender, the proceed- 
ings at New-Caitle, and the charge to the 
grand jury in Baltimore. It is perfeély 
manileit that thefe charges are who!ly dif- 
tinét, and cannot fupport or ftrengthen 
each other. Each is a mifdemeanor in it- 
felf, or it isnot. Therefore there ought 
to bea majority in favour ot each feparate- 
Jy, before it can be made the ground of im- 
peachment. 

Let it then be fuppofed, which is not 
only poflible, but highly probable, that 
thirty members and no more, confidered 
the condu& ot your memorialift in the tri- 
al of Fries, asa proper ground of impeach- 
ment. In that cafe it is manifeil that your 

memorialift ought not to be impeached on 
that charge, there not being a majority in 
favour of it. In like manner there may 
have been but thirty members in favour of 
smpeaching him, on account of Callender’s

trial ; and fo of the other two charges. 
Thus although there might be but thirty 
members in favour of impeaching, on any 
one of the four charges, in which cafe it 1s 
maniteft that there ought to be no impeach- 
ment, yet, when all the charges are blend- 
ed into one general queftion, every mem- 
ber who conliders any one charge as a pro- 
per ground of impeachment, and all the 
others as not proper grounds, mult vote in 
the aflirmative ; and thus there will appear 
a great majority in favour ot a meafure, 
whichis aétually difapproved by a great 
majority. This is an innovation fo ftri- 
king, foalarming, fo repugnant to all tor- 
mer praétice, and to all ideas ot juftice and 
law, that it may be fafely pronounced to 
furnifh, efpecially when combined with 


‘the principle of indefinite inquiry without 


previous {pecifick allegations, and of ex- 
parte teflimony, the moft formidable, the 
moft inefiftible engine of oppreflion, un- 
der the forms ot law, that ever was placed 
in the hanas of power: and if the tme 
fhould ever arrive, which Heaven in its 
mercy avert! when this engine fhall be 
wielded under the direétion of party-{pirit, 
or of popular paflion iniligated by perfonal 
malice or finifter policy, dreadtul indeed 
will be the condition of thofe whom it may 
be the objcét of the moment to deftroy. 
Againit an accufation tous prepared, and 
thus preferred, it behoves your memorial- 
ift to make the earheft and the moft effica. 
cious preparations for detending bis char- 
ater and afferting his innocence. While 
the accufation refts in its prefent vague 
ftate, he knows not to what points to d1- 
ret thele preparations; and in the mean 
time the fulleft {cope is given to calumny 
end malevolence ; fufpicion, ever alive 
and buly, is left free to a&; and the moft 
eflicacious means are afforded, for over- 
whelming with publick odium an innocent 
man, who, until the age of fixty-three, 
has maintained an unfpotted reputation ; 
who bore an early and not an unimportant 
part in our common flruggle for liberty ; 
and who, after difcharging with honour, 


many moftimportant trafts conterred on | 


him by his fellow-citizens, was raifed by 
W asuInGron, the witnefs of his fervices, 
and often the companion of his exertions, 
to that high office, his conduét in which, 
though now the fubjeét of accufation, has 
always been regulated by the moft confci- 
entious regard to his duty and his oath. 
Thefe are injuries to which he cannot 


fuppofe that your honourable body will | 


fuller him to remain expofed. He there. 
tore prefumes to folicit, molt refpe€itully, 
but mait earneftly, that your honourable 
body will not adjourn without preferring 
articles of impeachment againfl him, and 
thus reducing to precife form that accu- 
fation, which in its prefent vague and 
general ftate, it is impoflible for him to re- 
pel. Could an immediate trial be had, it

FELLOW-CITIZENS, 


SOON we fhall again be called to 
perform agreat duty to ourfelves, to our 
country and to pofterity. In choofing 
our legiflators, we, at the fame time, fhail 
exercile an ineitimable privilege of tree- 
men, and fhall do an a&& that will be placed 
among the moft important events of our 
whole lives ; as it will not only affeét our 
own and the public intereft, but may al 
affeét the deareft interefts and, in fome 
meafure, influence the deiflinies of future 
and remote generations. At the prefent

juncture and under exiftiug circumftances, 


as it weuld be impoflible to neutralize the 
feelings of our own minds, we cannot 
{ttand aloof and retufe to aét, without feem- 
ingly flighting, betraying and abandoning 
our right of fuffrage, which indeed 1s one 
of the moft precious among the birth rights 
ot a free peopie. The facred truft com- 
mitted to us, we are not at liberty to 4 
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bandon or negle&t—much lefs to abufe 
and pervert it. As independent freemen, 
let us aét at the approaching ele€tion ; and 
as agents for the commonwealth, and hold- 
ing in our hands the facred ark of its priv- 
ileges, let us a€t with prudence and integ- 
rity, according to the beft lights of our 
own underftandings and the uncorrupted 
diétates of our hearts. 

We are members of the only free re- 
public, that remains, perhaps, in the whole 
world. Athens, Sparta, and Rome, loft 
the liberty, which was their pride and 
their boaft, and which they prized more 
than life. France has paffed with an af- 
tonifhing rapidiry, from the extreme of 
liberty to a condition of a‘) ‘€& flavery.— 
And trom what fountain have proceeded 
thofe waters of bitterne{s ? Wao were the 
parricides that have ravifhed trom republi- 
Can nations their precious rigiits, and Ipread 
a mourning crape over countries once tree 
and happy ?—They were cunning impof- 
tors, who covering their exorbitant am- 
bition with the pretence of the pureft pat- 
rictifm and unbounded philanthropy, de- 
luded the people and even infligated them 
to forge the fetters which they were doom. 
edto wear. Pofl-ffing a dexterity in ar- 
tifice and fraud, they begun with the fub- 
tlety of the ferpent, and ended with the ie- 
rocity of the tger. 
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In this country, we have long beheld in ! 


operation the fame fyftem of artifice, du- 
plicity and dark ambition, by which all 
former free republics, ancient and mod- 
ern, have been proftrated and deflroyed. 
Every art has been emploved, that could 
work upon human paflion and frailty ; 


every engine has been put in motion, to | 


deceive the fimple, to allure the unprinct- 
pled and to lead the people into the fnere 
that has been prepared for them. A mere 
name hasAeen ufed, with aftonifhing fuc- 


cefs, as acharm to fafcinate unthinking | 


minds. The predominant party had af- 
fumed to themfelves exclufively the appel- 
lation of republicans—not contented with 
this diftin€tion, and furmounting all fenfe 
of fhame, they now have arrogated the 
proud title of Genuine Republicans.— 
And who are the Jeaders of thefe genuine 
republicans P—Some of them are difap- 
fone apoflates from federalifm, who 

ave, in no other manner, proved the fin- 
cerity of their converfion, but by manitett- 
ing a ceafelefs and moft inveterate rancor 
againft their tormer political friends—orh- 
ers ere imported patriots, who have lett their 
Own country, to become our monitors our 
guides, our political conduét »s—others 
were originally the oppofers ot our teder- 
al conflirution and the violent partizans ot 
France, during the unnoft horrors of its 
revolution ; and whole whole influence 
was exerted to draw this nation into the tu- 
Tous vortex of jacobinical principles and 
practices, Sucu are our genuine republi- 
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| cans, our puritans in political faith and | 


' morality ! Surely they muft have laughed 
_in each other’s faces, when they firft a- 
greed to affume a title fo contrarious to 
their natures and prz€tices. Mark and 
fcan the charaéters of thefe men. Witha 
few exceptions, how much have they done 
for themfelves ! how little for their coun- 
try !—In the progrefs of their afcent to 
public ruie and authority, what craft, what 
perfidy, what rapacity have marked their 
toottteps ! How many charaéters {potlefs 
and venerable have been traduced and im- 
molated at the fhrine of their ambition ! 
—After gaining the poffefhon of a pleni- 
tude of power, their conduét has notori- 
oully been a trafic for promotions, in fa- 
vour of their relations and dependants, 
and that without any regard to merit and 
qualifications. They have avowed the 
do€trine, that truth is a hbel. They have, 
in effeét, profcribed the freedom of opin. 
ion, the facred right of private judgment. 
Their political opponents, however amia- 
ble in private life, however honorable for 
their long-tried patriotifm and public fer- 
vices, they have endeavoured to oppre!s 
with a load of public hatred. They have 
encouraged and employed a foreign vaga- 
bond and defperado, to affaffinate the char- 
aélers, as wel! of democrats as federalifts, 
who prefume to judge for themfelves orto 
thwart the views of their terrible junto. 
A fyftem of intolerance moft defpotic and 
wicked they have adopted and conftantly 
purfued ; and with language of opprobriom 
and infult ; they have driven trom public 
employments fuch as were fuppofed to be 
fported with the peftilence of political her- 
efy—not even {paring the war-worn fol- 
dier, who had broached his blood and emp- 
tied his veins in the fervice of his country. 
While the man of a noble independence of 
mind, however fplendid his talents, or 
however fignal his former fervices, is rep- 
robated by them, and loaded with the foul- 
eft afperfions, with the blackeft calumnies, 
they lavifh the honours and emoluments of 
office upon the parafite, upon the fierce 
and bawling zealot, upon the cringing de. 
pendant. Thefe, we conceive, are unde- 
niable taéts ; and that, in conneéiion with 
others too numerous to be particularized, 
they form irretragable proof, that auda- 
cious attempts are meking, by the artfu! 
leaders of the genuine republicans, to ef. 
tablifh, in this land of freedom and equal 
rights, a deep-rooted, extenfive and tor 
midable ariftocracy : witha view to bruife 
the head of this monfrous ferpent that 
chreatens to devour us, let us endeavour to 
torm * a unton of all honcft men.”
